The latter wept with emotion, and 
as their boat approached the side of the 
big steamer they called to the people 
leaning over the rail, "Welcome Douk- 
hobors." 


At the head of the gangway the scene 


was affecting. The Immigrants rlcog- 
nized Prince Hilkoff and crowded around 
him, 'all eager to bear him speak and to 
kiss him. The striking feature was the 
psalm chanting and the solemn service. 
The former commenced by the passen- 
gers themselves as the ship slowly came 
to anchor. 


The singing was strong in volume and 


remarkably plaintive. It was interrupted 
t»y the prince's advent on board and gave 
ilace to divine service conducted by El- 
finton, who with streaming eyes and 
ace raised to the blue sky and out- 
tretohed arms seemed deeply moved. 
i'his service consisted of prayer and sup- 
plication.

Washington, Jan. 21 —The proceedings 


In the house were enlivened yesterday 
by a wordy duel between Mr. Grosvenoi 
of Ohio and Mr. Lewis, the picturesque 
member from Washington. During the 
Jebate on a private bill to refer to the 
court of claims the claim of Cramp & 
Sons, the Philadelphia ship-builders, foi

THE SACRIFICE OF KAOMOUNA, THE 


HAWAIIAN BEAUTY. 


« Story Which Sbedn a Brfffbt'Light 


Upon the Filial Devotion of Kana- 
ka Women—Wliy » Baby'* A4vano«B 
Were Not Retnraed. 
The usual Honolulu crowd was down at 


(he dock when the steamship Australia, 
seven days from San Francisco, pulled 
alongside the pier on a brilliant, balmy 
afternoon in January, 1896 
American 


women in summer afternoon costumes, a 
few English and a few German women of 
society arrayed also fot steamer day 
(which Is a Honolulu function), I&aned 
back languorously in their carriages and 
phaetons, under the shade of parasols, lis- 
tening to the lazy complimentary talk of 
the duck clad, lei enwreathed young busi- 
ness men who combined duty with pleas- 
ure in thus waiting for the great steamer 
to slip laboriously into her measured berth 
beside ttie pier 


Tho usual groups of silent, expectant 


eyed Kanaka men stood in the shade of 
the pier sheds, humble in attitude, chary 
of words, iiiid yet sweet natured Some of 
the men wore shoulder leis (wreaths of 
flowers) over their labor grimed hickory 
shirts, and the Kanaka women wore leis 
in cross bolt over their flowing white 
Mother Hubbards 
In truth, the flower 


wreaths were everywhere Staid, middle 
aged merchants among the whites wore 
thorn about them helmets and straw hats, 
and all of the white women in carriages 
h«d belts of Hawaiian exotics 


All of the Kanaka women had bare feet. 


They stood about in little groups as silent 
as the men of their race 
A few of the 


Kanaka women earned tiny brown babies 
—silent also 
The young women were of 


varying degrees of beauty, their figures 
showing a uniform excellence of propor- 
tion 


One of these Kanaka women at the dock 


on this brilliant January afternoon was 
particularly beautiful 
Sho was clad like 


the rest of the wp.men of her race 
She 


was fully 5 feet 10 inches in height, and 
the white silk cord with, which, unlike 
the other Kanaka women, she drew her 
white dress about her waist, emphasized, 
tbe splendid,- heroic proportions of her. fig- 
ure 
Kaomouna seemed quite unconscious 


of her beauty The young- shipping clerks, 
hurrying to and fro on the dock, with 
their pencils behind their ears, stopped 
suddenly when they caught sight of her 
The women in the carnages, who had not 
been long down from the States or from 
Europe, saw Kamouna, and asked the 
women of longer Honolulu residence, 
"Who- is that glorious creature?" Kao- 
mouna. with a very sad face, spoke only 
an occasional, word to one Of the Kanaka 
women 


The Australia was made fast to the 


pier, and tbe passengers began to troop 
over the gangway There was one man 
with his pretty young wife and 3-year-old 
little girl 
The little girl was the first to 


catch'sight of Kaomouna'as she reached 
the bottom of the gangway 
She quickly 


freed her band from her father's grasp and 
ran toward Kaomouna with baby words 
Kaomouna smiled at tbe little girl, but 
did not offer to take her up 
Instead, she 


folded her anus, looking down at the lit- 
tle pink faced child pleasantly 
When the 


mother had taken the little girl, she raised 
her eyes to look at Kaomouna 
" Did you ever in your whole life see such 


* perfectly beautiful woman?" asked the 
young wife of bet husband in a whisper 
when he came up "And Tita seemed to 
take to her un mediately If we could only 
have her for a nurse for Tita/" 


Kaomouna heard her

Then a look of pain came into

leper steamer, was out in the stream, and 
the lepers were being carried out to her in 
barges 
A litter was borne through the 


roped enclosure for the lepers On it lay a 
very old Kanaka woman in the final stages 
of the disease 
At the side of the litter 


walked Kaomouna. Her face was very sad. 
The parents of the little girl wondered. 


• They spoke to an official of the Hawaiian 


board of health, who was busy in the task 
of embarking the lepers.

company the lepers?" 


"Who. Kaomoona?" replied the health 


official 
"Oh. yes, ahe does. But it is her

Kaomouna, yon know, has

Tbe booming of air AS a motive power 


!• about to begin in New York, Thero 
is building now at the foot of West 


(T wen ty-fourth street, covering the block 
between West street and Tenth avenue, 
a gnat compressed air power station 
for tb« operation of cars on Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty-ninth streets. Tbe 
installation of tbe new plant comprises 
the largest compressor units in the 
world, which ate of 1,000 horsepower 
each. The work of construction is be- 
ing pushed and air cars will be running 
on the lines mentioned noxt March. 
Not merely with the propulsion of street 
cars will the company have to do. The 
compressed air omnibus is but a short 
step from the street car, and compress- 
ed air delivery wagons and friegbt 
trucks are already beiug manufactured 
for city use. With the consummation 
of the present plans of the Metropolitan 
Traction company the underground elec- 
trics will occupy the trnnlf linos—the 
np and down, town cars—and tbe com- 
pressed air equipment will be adapted 
for the 185 miles, approximately, not 
operated by tbe use of horses. It is an- 
ticipated that this great system will 
not have a horse on the «treet two years 
hence. The application of electricity 
and air to all the surface roads will also 
mean the wiping ont of an eyesore in 
the shape of huge stable barus, which 
are now handicapping property values 
in several sections of the city. The 
sanitary improvement that should re- 
sult horn the removal of these germ 
'breeding depots can scarcely be esti- 
mated.

French Founders. 


Far over on tbe west" side of the city 


is a foundry devoted to a class of work 
which could be done only in Europe un- 
til a few years ago. Today the aspect of 
the establishment is wholly foreign, 
and the nationality of the workmen is 
not long in doubt. They are all French- 
men. If their appearance did not reveal 
this, their language wonld, as English 
is seldom if ever beard. It comes occa- 
sionally from the months of a few ap- 
prentices, bnt the American boys who 
Lave undertaken to learn .the business 
rarely remain long at it It is difficult 
in a way they do not like. It makes too 
heavy demands on their patience, and 
its semiartistio nature does not appeal 
to them strongly enough to keep them 
at the slow work. So the completely 
foreign atmosphere of the place is little 
disturbed, and the men work away lit 
their molding and casting in surround- 
ings that could not be less American if 
they were in Paris itself. One recent 
line of work which has delighted many 
flew York sculptors waa imported by 
them. Statues made here can be reduced 
to any size desired, and tbe result of 
this is that many well known American 
works will soon be put'on the market 
'in a size suitable to. decoraticn and tbe 
ornamentation of ordinary rooms. Hith- 
erto this process has been possible only in 
Paris, bnt the frenchmen in their west 
eide foundry have imported it recently 
along with the rest of their national 
characteristics. 


The Babbit Foot Craze. 


A man named Holmes, who came to 


this country as a ^eomniissiouer from 
New Zealand to encourage trade rela- 
tions with tbe United States and to 
spread more widely knowledge of New 
jZealand resonrces, offers an explanation 
tot the great abundance of rabbits' feet 
.required for as as pendants for campaign 
badges. The people who sell the badges 
have no hesitancy in assertiug that each 
individual foot is tbe hind foot of a 
7-year-old rabbit, killed on a Spaniard's 
grave by moonlight and all the rest of 
it. One of the principal exports from 
itfew Zealand to this country has, ac- 
cording to Mr. Holmes, been rabbits' 
Ifeet. He uses the fact to show how lit; 
tie Americans know of the real resonrces 
of New Zealand. Rabbits are a pest ont 
•(here and the etate pays a bounty for 
•very one killed, and tbe discovery that 
tn faroff America a rabbit's foot was a 
highly esteemed article of commerce has 
jgreatly facilitated tbe work of the gov- 
'ernment in reducing tbe pests. It wonld 
seem, however, that the New Zealand 
'supply is not adequate, for nine out of 
'ten of, the rabbits' feet sold abont the 
'streets have the appearance of being 
'quite innocent of ever having been at- 
tached to a rabbit. 


Bobwnita In the City. 


Tbe man who liked the qniet of 


Brooklyn, bnt decided not to live there 
Wause the bunting was so poor, could 
not have made that objection to certain 
jparta of Harlem. Biding past Trinity 
cemetery tbe other evening a bicyclist 
several times heard the "bobwbite" of 
• qnail. He supposed that it was made 
by boys in imitation of the birds with 
tbe object of deceiving unsuspecting 
visitors from the lower parts of town, 
bnt after hearing the call for several 
days in succession he made inquiries ol 
• •.policeman and learned that it was 
genqine. Only a block away tbe cable 
care and tbe rush of life are little sug- 
gestive of anything so far removed from 
the city as tbe quails. These are said to 
be heard there in greater numbers thit 
year than ever before since the city grew 
up to that region. They are seemingly 
confined wholly to that neighborhood, 
as no report of their presence comes 
from any other part of the city.

ABBOTT ON THE PHIL? 
IPPIMB 


Her. Dr. Lyman Abbott, in his ad- 


dress in Boston on "Expansion not Im- 
perailism" presented the "hig-her" opin- 
ion held on the Philippine .question. A 
representative abstract of his address 
is herewith given: 


"A duty is now laid upon us, and it 


is laid upon us whatever our opinions 
way have been, as to whether there 
should have been war or not. We have 


. destroyed the government of Spain in 


the Philippines—it is buried with the 
Spanish fleet beneath the sea. And 
there is no other government there aa 
.yet. 


"But whether Aguinaldo be patriot 


or blackmailer, there is no government 
In the Philippines today. And today 
tbe responsibility rests upon us, be- 
cause we have destroyed the govern- 
ment In Cuba and in the Philippines, to 
see that some better government is 
put to its place. I donkt say that the 
[American flag should never be hauled 
down where Once it has been put up. 
We have an .opportunity to establish 
in Cube and in Manila, a- better gov- 
ernment than Spain .ever established. 
-If we should pick out the worst-boss 
that Pennsylvania or New York could 
furnish us we could not give them as 
bad a- government as Spain has given 
them, 


"Now what IB our duty? As I read 


the newspapers, it seems to me that a. 
great many persons think, or talk as 
if they thought, that there was only ' 
one alternative—either annex the Fil- 
ipinos or sail away and leave the is- 
lands tc them. If that were >.ae case 
it would be a difficult choice. But that 
'"is not the case. There IB a third al- 
ternative. It Is to see to it that the

"Imperialism is not necessarily ex- 


pansion. I am going further, and I 
say that Imperialism IB not expansion. 
It is tlie antithesis of expansion. We 
are. to do for the Philippines and for 
.Cuba Just what we are doing today. 
'.We have driven the Spanish away; we 


have put In the command of^tnat land 
men of sterling character and great 
ability. They are calling in natives to 
•the s.rt ordinate offices, as mayors of 
'the .cities, as heads of. departments, as 
policemen, as engineers, as road build- 
ers. The government of Cuba is in 
the: hands of Cubans—under the guid- 
ance and control of a few educated and 
capable Americans. We are, it is true, 
1 think, to establish recognized self- 
government, but the way to recognize 
' self-government is ourselves to lay the 
foundations. 


"In .the first place, we may give other 


nation* notice that they are under the 
protection of our flag, and that no for- 
eign nation must assail them save at 
the .peril of our enmity. Men tell me 
we must lay aside the Monroe doctrine 
if we undertake to protect the Philip- 
pines. No, we must extend the Monroe 
doctrine. In the second place, we can 
do aa we are doing in Cuba. We can 
guide and direct, until peace and order 
are re-established. We can introduce 
Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence, the Amer- 
ican--public school, free religion, and 
lay the foundations of self-govern- 
ment. For you cannot have self-gov- 
ernment until men are able to govern 
themselves. I believe In manhood first, 
suffrage afterward. 
" "This done, we can let the future 
solve its own problem's. Either one of 
four things Is possible: 


First, we may annex the territory. 


That means that w* ask the Cubits 
and tbe .Fllipinoi not only to take self- 
government, but to loin our partner- 
ship and help to govern us. We must 
JM prepared to eak Cuba to com* In 
aad help to elect on? preetdent, •on- 
agri and ropreaentatiTaa.

"But are we able? Why, we have ex-

With Texas we 
brought in a negro population and a 
Mexican population. Then we took In 
California, with two state governments 
fighting against each other. And never 
in the history of the globe have 
nations sprung up with such rapidity 
of self-development as have Louisiana, 
Texas and California."

Telegraphic Code—Good Eyesight, 
Intelligence and Application Nee- 
e»*ary to Become a Signalman. 


''Now, sonny, if I make two drops to 


port ant three to starboard, followed by a 
dash, what do you make it?',' asked a griz- 
zled signalman from one of the battle- 
ships tbe other day as he sat down on an 
upturned soap box in the Brooklyn navy 
yard preparatory to instructing one of the 
ship's messenger boys in the secrets of his 
craft. 


"I'm sure I don't know, Mr. Mokes," 


rejoined the pupil humbly. ' 'I ain't never 
fooled around them things afore." 


"I know it, my boy," said his mentor, 


"but there is only one way to get on to 
this here business, and that's to begin j 
reading right off." 


The signalman accordingly bade the boy 


seat himself on another box about 20 feet 
away and, taking one of the regulation 
wigwag flags in his own hands, signaled 
the alphabet over and pver. the. boy nam- 
| ing the letters in regular" -cession as the 


signalman made them.: Within a week one 
who-had been an interested spectator of 
the first day's progress was surprised to 
see the student of the' signal code corre- 
sponding with another member of the 
corps; apparently with all the ease of the 
oldest signalman in the 
fleet. 
I 


The aspiring messenger's education was ! 


far from complete, however, as before he 
could .hope to enter the regular corps he 
•must familiarize himself with all the oth- 
er codes used as a basis of communication 
between warships.at sea. 


To a bright boy who haa proper instruc- 


tion the mastery of the intricate signs of 
the-code-"alphabet is far simpler than 
would be.-at first supposed. The method 
of Instruction adopted in the case of the 
boy just cited is that usually employed by 
the signalmen in breaking in new mem- 
bers of the corps. 
' 


A certain number of the messenger boys 


on a warship are selected as possessing the 
qualities which go to make up a good sig- 
nalman—namely, good eyesight, intelli- 
gence and application. The education of 
these boys begins at once under one of, the 
experienced signalmen, usually a veteran 
who haa tad previous experience in train- 
ing boys^r this special work. He forms 
Ms pupils; into, classes according to their 
watches, and from that time on the minds 
of the - prospective signalmen are filled, 
sleeping or waking, with dots, dashes and 
ducks. All day long while the light lasts 
the boys may be seen in pairs about the 
ship talking *to one another in waves and 
ducks. When the regulation flag cannot 
be obtained, a handkerchief fixed to-tbe 
end of a stick of wood or a grate bar serves 
•the same purpose. 


Irrespective of tbe international code, 


there are four kinds of signals on board a 
warship, all variations of the Morse tele- 
graphic code. The wigwag signals are 
made by substituting certain waves of the 
flag for dots and dashes oh a telegraphic 
sounder. In night signaling the Morse 
code is interpreted by red and white lan- 
terns placed above the other and operated 
by an electric key on the bridge, two red 
lights and one white light standing for 
two dots and a dash on the sounder. 
., Another means of communication which 
exactly resembles tho electric telegraph in 
its'method of operation is by the use of tho 
steam siren. . In the chart/house and con- 
ning tower, on evejy warship an electric 
clock is situated, which has several func- 
tions.. It can be adjusted to the steam 
whistle on a foggy day so as to blow a 
•talasti at certain intervals, or it may be 
used to indicate tbe projjer intervals when 
Bring saluting guns.- Attached to this 
electric1 clock is a regular telegraphic key 
by which tho Morse code may be delivered 
by the steam whistle. 
' Th'ls method of communication is only 
tased,' however, ia very foggy weather, 
when it'is'impossible to make out the 
other signals, as it not only wastes a groat 
deal of steam and increases the coal con- 
sumption, but; makes a most appalling 
din when any number of ships are engag- 
ed in conversation at the same time. 


Tho position of a signal boy Is one of 


considerable responsibility, as all forma- 
tion and sailing orders from the flagship 
are transmitted to the fleet when at sea 
through his 'agency. A mistake in read- 
Ing a signal n.f ht cause very serious 
com- 


plications. C'txiat care is therefore taken 
fa selecting the members of the corps, ana 
only the services of boys who have proved 
themselves thorough masters of tho differ- 
ent-codes ore accepted. Even among tbe 
most skillful signalmen mistakes occa- 
sionally occur, though the many precau- 
tions taken to insure accuracy reduce the 
liability to error to a minimum. .

Government Has Not Yet Received 


Definite News From Samoa, 


Terms of Berlin Treaty Will 


Nut Be Violated. 


Judge Chambers' Decision May Have Been 


Due to improper Influence. 


Washington, Jan. 21.—All of the mem- 


bers of the cabinet were present at yes- 
terday's meeting. 
The situation 
In 


Samoa was under discussion, but, In the 
absence of any official or late Informa- 
r<on, It Is thought no action will be taken 
at once beyond asking for a conference 
between representatives of the three 
oowers, which have concurrent juiis- 
diction over the island under the present 
treaty. 
| 


It was stated that It must be presumed 


that whatever overt action was taken 
by the German consul In Apia was not 
with the knowledge or consent of his 
sovereign, but rather was taken on his 
own account, and that such action, 
.should it be found to amount to an un- 
just usurpation of authority under the 
treaty, will be promptly disavowed by 
the German government. It is believed 
that the conference of the three powers 
will be held at Berlin and at an early 
day. 


The state department Is moving with 


due deliberation, yet with firmness, re- 
specting the adjustment of conditions in 
Samoa, and is diiecting all of its efforts 
now, as it has in thf* past, to the use of 
lawful and regular means to settle the 
succession at Apia. In fact, it was its 
insistence upon the compliance of all the 
parties to the tripartite treaty with the 
terms of that document so long as it 
stood undenounced and imamended that 
has made its position BO strong legally at 
this juncture. 


There is ptill a lack of official reports 


upon the details of the stirring events at 
Apia. A bn?f statement of these events 
has reached the department through the 
United States dispatch agent at San 
Francisco, but so far as can be gathered 
it is not yet known just why Chief Justice 
Chambers decided that Mataafa, the 
German candidate for the succession to 
the throne of Samof; was ineligible. It 
Is suspected here that the decision was 
based on the use of improper influence 
by outside but ints'**i«d parties in the 
•lection of the king., That, if estab- 
lished, would be sufljpient to disqualifj 
Mataafa under thejftrict terms of the 
treaty, which expressly provides for an 
untrammelled choic&by the natives, ac- 
cording to their own established cus- 
toms. The United States government 


1 must adhere to the terms of the treaty 
so long as it stands, this being a duty 
Imposed upon the government by the 
document itself. It Is to be presumed, 
in the absence of an official statement, 
that the instructions sent to the United 
States consul general at Apia, and per- 
haps also to Ambassador White at Ber- 
lin, are to be governed by this under- 
standing in any presentation of the case 
that it may be necessary to make. 


The instructions to the Philippine com- 


missioners have been prepared by the 
secretary of state and no doubt they will 
be presented to the commissioners be- 
fore they leave for New York. They 
uill be asked to inquire into the condi- 
tion, characteristics and education of 
the people of the several islands of tha 
Philippine group; the extent and charac- 
ter of the government In force in each; 
all facts as to the intercourse between 
the several islands, and all other facts 
necessary to a good knowledge of tha 
people, their laws, customs, habits and 
social condition. The commissioners will 
be expected to interprat to the people the 
sentiments of friendship and good will 
of this government, and to explain that 
we do not corneas conquerors but friend? 
anxious for their well being and ad- 
vancement in the ways of civilization. 


At the cabinet meeting the president 


signed a new tariff for Porto Rico which 
will go Into operation on Feb. 1 next. 
The regulatons and general makeup of 
this tariff will be along the lines of that 
recently put into operation in Cuba, ex- 
cept that as a whole the rate of duty will 
be about 15 percent ad valorem, or 10 
percent less than the Cuban tariff. The 
president had placed before him by Sec- 
retary Gagre a form of executive<order 
flxjngithe ratio between the natlveVorto 
Rican silver and the money of the United 
^tates. The ratio of the peso will be 60 
cents to the dollar. American money. 


Feel nz In <3«rm»ny. 


Berlin, Jan. 21.—In authoritative quar- 


ters here it is firmly believed that the 
diplomatic negotiations, which must now 
Inevitably be resumed, will lead to a so- 
lution of the Samoan question satisfac- 
tory to all the interested powers. It Is 
thought most improbable that any com- 
plications will arise with the United 
States. 


The Vosslshe Zeitung assures its read- 


ers that the German government can be 
depended upon to act correctly and in 
accordance with the treaty obligations, 
"of course with due appreciation of Ger- 
man interests, which cannot b« surren- 
dered."

week The advance shown, however, 
hardly reflects the urgency noted In the 
demand for the better grades of cotton 
which this year are scarcer than usual, 
owing to bad weather during the pick- 
ing season. 


The iron trade situation remains, as 


for some time past a feature of absorb- 
ing interest. Large as the production of 
pig iron is, eacrer buyers are found ap- 
parently for everv ton offered. Most 
furnaces are reported booked ahead on 
orders 


Little change is reported in the mar- 


ket for cereals, and the market for cash 
wheat still reflects the commanding 
position held by the United States as the 
supplier of the world's wheat, notwith- 
•sranding the predictions of near ap- 
proaching competition from Argentina 
and from Russia, shipments from which, 
particularly the latter, do not at all ac- 
cord with the liberal estimates of pro- 
duction published some little time ago. 


There is a perceptible Improvement in 


the demand for dry goods, particularly 
cotton fabrics, at New York ard Boston, 
where late advances are firmly held.

the waste of animal life is so tremendous, 
although doubtless as the land becomes 
inclosed and ^-oper buildings and winter 
food are provided it will greatly lessen.—

Paris, Dec. 31,—In the intervals of 


trembling over the political complica- 
tions of the nation and exchanging 
views In regard to Mrae.

from the large and spreading ones of 
the-recent past. Some modistes tried to 
introduce a little fullness on the shoul- 
der of evening gowns, but found it im- 
possible to make the modification ac- 
ceptable. The most fashionable sleeves 
are made without a plait or even full- 


• ness.: 


Some of the sleeves which I have been 


moat struck with in my rambles I will 
describe. One belonged to a tailor made 
gown of prune colored, satin faced cloth. 
Thg sleeve was cut away at the top over 
an undersleeve of the same cloth cross- 
ed w4th bands of ribbon velvet. The 
seams of die upper sleeve were strapped 
and stitched, the upper piece fitting 
tightly over the lower one. The under-, 
sleeve projected a little below the other 
and was trimmed with the velvet rib- 
bon which served in lieu of cuffs. 
' 


Another rather elaborate sleeve be- 


longed to a brown cloth walking dress. 
On the inner side three deep reverlike 
applications of the cloth were made, 
each additional piece being cut smaller 
than ihe one beneath it The edges of 
the cloth were silk stitched, the corners 
above and below being trimmed with 
c~ail'buttons. 


A. sleeve belonging to a gown of blue 


cashmere was quite tight fitting and 
open at the top over an undersleeve of 
blue silk, the darts-of the silk under- 
sleeve being1 trimmed with braid. The 
Sleeve was wide over the wrist and was 
turned back and faced with silk. 


Striking was a strapped sleeve which 


gave an appearance of elaborateness to 
an otherwise plain gown of blue rep. 
The straps were cut at the shoulder and 
the wrists, the upper ones of course be- 
ing the larger. Each strap was cut a 
little smaller than the one next to it and 
buttoned to a braided undersleeve light- 
er than the material of the gown. 


Evening gown sleeves'are at their 


smartest, being little more than a strap 
of ribbon or a suggestion of chiffon. 
One 'such sleeve was nothing more than 
a short undersleeve-of silk knotted on 
'tHe shoulder and above the elbowl; An- 
other consisted of a band of ribbon, 
^knotted oh the shoulder, from which [ell 
a flounce of lace kept In place by a 
short band of velvet buttoned about the 


{arm. A third: slesve was of ribbon, 
knotted on the shoulder and crossed un- 
der the arm so that it formed a second 
bow just above th,e elbow. 


A sleeve that belonged to a light silk- 


dress for reception' wear""was' trimmed 
with narrow fancy ribbon brought in 
two rows down from the shoulder seam 
to form a Jbbw a f-ew inches farther 
down. Prom beneath this knot fell a 
frill of lace. A straight band of the rib- 
bon and a frill ol the lace inmmed the 
wrist. 


The cuffs on sleeves are. now much 


trimmed. Some fall back and some fall 
over the hand. 'A Hula trimming to 
match the.:, cuffs is sometimes put on 
above the elbow, even if it is nothing 
more than an armlet of braid or velvet.

To begin with, people know very little 


about the art of brushing'their hair. It 
is woefully neglected. They certainly '

i raore. Now, the hair should be' brushed 
| for at least a quarter of an hour night 


j and morning, and this is not easy to do 
for oneself, particularly if one's tresses 
be thick and long. Those, therefore,. 
\vho cannot aftord the luxury of a maid 
should persuade,an elder or a younger ^ 
sister, as the case may be, to lend her 
services in this n.atter, doing the same 
office in return. 


The hygiene of the head is an all im- 


portant matter, for of course the skin 
must be kept clean and1 in good condi- 
tion. Some skins requite a .quantity of 
grease or' the hair is apt to get dry 
and brittle. A dry head wants contin- 
ual applications of greasy washes, mix- 
ed occasionally wi.th a certain amount 
of stimulant, while the ends of the hair 
need constant cutting and singeing.

- - Chaps generally affect tfieihands and 
arms and are brought on by the cold. 
ThlS influence is intensified if the cold 
is combined with wet, more.especially 
! if the wet skin is allowed to dry spon- 
taneously. Preventive matters are all 
important. The hands should be kept 
Warm, and when they are wet care 
should be Jaken to dry them thoroughly 
with a dry. soft towel. 


There are several preparations that 


can be recommended, but the old recipe 
of glycerin and rosewater is undoubt- 
edly one of the best. A number of peo- 
ple make the mistake of using pure 
glycerin. This should not be done, for

Here Is a simple way of knitting an 


extremely useful and durable present, 
so simple that even a child could make 
one with ease: 


For a large towel four balls of No. 6 


unbleached knitting cotton will be 
needed. The small size of bone needles 
should be used. Cast on 138 stitches. 
From beginning, to'the end knit plain 
the first three and last three of 'every 
needle, so as to make a selvage. Knit 
the ends In any way that may be fan- 
cied—for Instance, seven rows of plain 
knitting and seven rows of holes.

Birthday. 


TWO VERY ABLE ADDRESSES 


And a Most Enjoyable Concert Pngram 


Scotch So igs and Scotch Hospi- 


tality. 
A Most Successful 


Anniversary Observance. 


The first of the two annual celebra- 


tions of the memory of Robert Burns, 
events of which the Scotchmen of the 
city are justly proud, was held In Odd 
Fellows hall last evening. It was Clan 
Melntyre's fourth annual concert and 
bail, and added much to the reputation 
of the hospitable Clan as entertainers 
and hosts. The hall was filled for the 
concert, and the dance that followed 
was enjoyed by a large number in the 
delightfully informal way that is char- 
acteristic of these gatherings of the 
Clan and its friends. 


The occasion was the celebration of 


the 140th anniversary of the poet's 
birth. The concert was mainly de- 
voted to the revival of Scotch mem- 
ories in song, while a few selections 
of other kinds lent color to the pro- 
gram. There were two excellent ad- 
dresses by Rev. W. L. Tenney and~ 
Peter McPhail. 


Chief Fmdlay C. Melntyre presided, 


and on the stage were several of the 
leading members of the Clan. The 
program was opened by Chief Me In- 
tyre with a few remarks welcoming 
the guests in the name or the Clan, on 
this, the anniversary dear to every 
Scotch heart. Mrs. George C. McKer- 
racher sang "Ye banks and braes o' 
bonnie doon" with rare feeling, and 
was heartily applauded. Little Agnes 
Lawson gave "Bred in old Kentucky" 
in her clever way, maintaining the 
reputation that she has made as one of 
the most remarkable of the child ar- 
tists that this city has produced for a, 
long time. 
Thomas Montelth sang 


'Scotland yet" and was encored. 


Rev. W. in Teuupy on Born*. 


The first address of the evening was 


by Mr. Tenney, his subject being 
"Robert Burns." 
Mr. Tenney read 


from manuscript and presented the 
traits and lessons of the character in a 
way that made them stand prominent- 
ly in the minds of the audience. - He 
said in part: 


We in New England are apt to think 


much of the crowning influence of the 
Puritan acting on and through his 
descendants and the newcomers of 
other races, but we must also remem- 
ber and honor the influence of our 
descendents 
of the sturdy Scotch 


colonists who battled for right and 
freedom. 
Their military services in 


this country 'have in more t..a.n one 
case furnished a decisive victory for 
American liberty. As a loyal Amer- 
ican, therefore, I count it a privilege to 
speak for and with those who have 
done so much for our country. 


Robert Burns was more than any 


other poet the incarnation of the spirit 
of Scotland, In him Scotland found 
itself. But he was also the comrade 
and friend of his countrymen; he is 
the poet of humanity. In singing for 
his countrymen he sang for the world. 
In Burns the universal man finds that 
which expresses his own deepest feel- 
ings. Burns sounds that in man of 
which he might otherwise have been 
ignorant. 


Burns has been called the prodigal 


of the Scottish church. And as the 
prodigal he was perhaps fond of shock- 
ing his elder brother, because he knew 
that his elder brother was not innocent 
of the same feelings that drove him to 
the far country. 
But although 
a 


prodigal, he took bis truest delight in 
being a real son. When his brothers 
went astray we find no more severe 
indictment than Burns himself h,as left 
on record. In his heart of hearts he 
acknowledged himself a sinner, and 
knew as sins that of which he wrote 
for others. 


It is as the poet of nature that we 


find most in Burns. When he sang of 
nature he touched a note of the eternal 
melodies. Nature itself furnished him his 
vocabulary, and his deepest emotions 
were, forced to turn to nature to supply 
the expression that should match'his 
thought 


We love him also for his treatment of 


the life of poverty. He knew its full 
meaning of grim reality and anxiety, 
'< 


but hfs mose carefree songs were~sung 
at a time when he found life the hard- 
est to meet. He is exalted as the poet 
of the common people, and no poet can 
gain a warmer place in the hearts of 
the world's toilers than this kingly 
peasant-poet. 


His reality and sincerity have made 


him the greatest power of all in the 
practical life of the Scot. It is in his 
songs of the deepness and truth of life, 
like "A man's a man for a' that," that 
we find the real Bums, not in his drink- 
,ing and sensuous songs. 


There is but one man of the present 


time who looks on life with the same 
spirit and virile power: Rudyard Kip- 
ling. He, too, delights in pointing the 
lessor of the world around him, and he 
recognizes the influence of Burns when 
he says, 
"God send us a man like Bobbie Burns 
To sing the song of steam." 


This yearly celebration of the great 


Scotch singer cannot but help you, 
having caught up the spirit of his In- 
spiration, to lead more cheerful and 
more free lives in the highest and 
truest meaning of freedom and cheer. 
In honoring the memory of Burns we 
honor the highest nature and Godlike 
humanity of ourselves. 


Miss Maggie Mitchell then sang "The 


flowers of the forest" with a clear, at- 
tractive voice, and was enthusiastic- 
ally encored. 
John 
Merrltt 
gave 


some negro impersonations and songs 
that called him before the audience 
several times before they were satis- 
fled. Joseph Hunter sang "A man's a 
man for a' that" and made it one of 
the most delightful numbers of the 
evening 
Agnes Lawson repeated her 


former success with dlaltct aongs. 


Mr. incPhatl's Address. 


The second address was on "The 


origin of the Scot1' by Peter McPhail. 
Mr. McPhail gave a philosophical dis- 
cussion of the causes that have worked 
together to make the Scotch race what 
it Is today, and at th« same timt en- 
livened it with * brifht and iatortstln* 
style that made It warmly received. He 
introduced the address by picturing the 
Anglo-Saxon empire that surrounds 
the world, with all nations represented. 
Then he told of the early Invasion* 
that furnished the beginnings of tho 
Scotch race. 


Coming to the most tnfwrMttnf 


of bis address, the evolution of the 
race a* It Is today, he emphasised the 
wonderful absorbtive capacity of the 
people. The birth of the nation to an 
Individual • power was the death knell 
of the Roman empire. 
Christianity 


quickly became the guiding impulse of 
the race. One of lht> cltaraeteriatics of 
the race was that they recognized a 
good thing when they saw It. and were 
ready to incorporate it Into their na- 
tional life at whatever cost. They had 
a wonderful appetite and digestion, 
and assimilated everything that they 
thought was good. This was as marked 
in their relations to othercountriesasin 
other matters. First, the country itself 
was unified, and then came a long 
period of courtship between England 
and Scotland which resulted in their 
union Scotland furnishing the king and 
England the crown. 


This brings us to the Scot of the 


present day, the center of the vision 
with which the address began, ihe 
Anglo Saxon empire. 


But there is another word. The En- 


glish races have but begun their record 
of prosperity and vigorous prominence, 
Clansmen, citizens of the land of your 
adoption, you may expect something as 
co-partners in the destiny of the na- 
tions. See to it that we be equal in all 
pure, honest and honorable patriotism, 
working for the best and noblest in- 
terests of the United States and the 
welfare- of our homes. 


The concert program concluded with 


songs by Mrs. McKerracher, Mr. Mon- 
teith, Mr. Merritt, Miss Mitchell and 
Mr. Hunter. 


Following this was the delightful 


dance, in which many of the older as 
"Well as the vounger people joined, with 
music by the Premier orchestra. Hos- 
ford catered during the intermission. 
D. R. Burns was floor director, with 
John Latham, Samuel Ralston, John 
Ralston and H. R. Gillies as aids.

Attorney General Knowlton His Prob-

But There is 


Lit:ie Doubt That Mr. Crane

Already 'serious talk of next year's 


state campaign and of W. Murray 
Crane is being spread 
in eastern 


papers. The Boston Traveler recently 
published a long article on the subject, 
from which the following are extracts: 


The Republican state organization 


has its candidate for governor in the 
person of the Hon. W. Murray Crane. 
The western part of ^;he state is 
strongly united on Mr. Crane. They 
will listen to no other name, and if by 
any chance Mr. Crane is turned down 
in the convention it will mean that the 
western part of the state will be heard 
from in the/near future.
